Thursday, May 18,

General Miles decidea to go to Tampa,

BISHOP PERRY IS DEAD.

Eminent Episcopnl Prelate Passes Away—
Strieken Only Last Wednesdny,

PDubuque, Ia., May 4, — Rt Rev,
Willlam Stephens Perry, of Davenport,
Episcopal bishop of Iowa, died here yes-
terday, the result of a stroke of
apoplexy suffered Wednesday. He was
65 years old. He was consclous only a
few minutes since stricken and dled un-

conscious, His daughter was with him
at his death. The funeral will take
place at St. John's church, Dubugque,

this afternoon, and the Interment at
Philndelphia on Monday.

Bishop Terry was one of the. most
widely known prelates of the world, a
diatingulshed scholar, theologian and
author; honored by the queen and
